Va. Tech Killer Went Untreated 


Released reeords show Cho denied homieidal thoughts 


The missing mental health records of Seung- 
Hui Cho released Wednesday indicate that 
the Virginia Tech gunman was never treat- 
ed at the school’s counseling center, despite 
orders from a judge that he get the help. 

The long-awaited records, which were 
taken home by the fired director of Cook 
Counseling Center, do not provide clear- 
er insight into the mind of the college 
junior who later killed 32 students and 


teachers before shooting himself in the 
deadliest shooting by an individual in 
U.S. history. 

Instead, they provide another window 
into the broken mental health system that 
allowed him to slip through its cracks. 

The records include e-mail traffic, 
screening forms, discharge papers and 
three triage reports, all from November 
and December 2005. The shooting occurred 


in April 2007, indicating no follow-up by 
the university or other mental health pro- 
fessionals. 

One of the triage reports included a Post- 
it note saying: “I met with student for about 
30 mins. — he denied any suicidal or hom- 
icidal ideation.” Cho, despite the fact that 
he was detained in a psychiatric hospital, 
deemed a danger to himself and ordered 
by a judge to receive treatment, was never

WASHINGTON I A federal study of 
mercury contamination released 
Wednesday found the toxic sub- 
stance in every fish tested at nearly 
300 streams across the country, 
a finding that underscores how 
widespread mercury pollution has 
become. 

The study 
by the U.S. 
Geological 
Survey is the 
most compre- 
hensive look 
to date at mer- 
cury in the nation’s streams. From 
1998 to 2005, scientists collected 
and tested more than a thousand 
fish from 291 streams nationwide. 
While all fish had traces of mer- 
cury contamination, only about a 
quarter had levels exceeding what 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency says is safe for people eat- 
ing average amounts of fish. 

The main source of mercury in 
most of the streams tested, accord- 
ing to the study, is emissions from 
coal-fired power plants, (ap)

Anger reaches a fever 
pitch on both sides of 
hotly contested issue 

NEW YORK I The images are strik- 
ing: One congressman’s office 
defaced by a swastika, other con- 
gressmen heckled at public meet- 
ings, videos and placards likening 
Barack Obama to Hitler, private 
citizens with guns joining anti- 
Obama protests. 

Outside one meeting hosted 
by Sen. Ben Cardin, a Maryland 
Democrat, authorities detained a 
man with a sign reading, “Death 
to Obama, Death to Michelle And 
Her Two Stupid Kids.” 

In this season of searing politi- 
cal heat generated by the health 
care debate, these incidents have 
raised divisive questions of their 
own. Are they simply the latest 
twists in a long tradition of vigor- 
ous, public engagement or evidence 
of some new, alarming brand of 
political virulence? 

To some political veterans, the 
phenomenon is unprecedented. 
“There is more anger in Ameri- 
ca today than at any time I can

remember,” said Sen. Arlen Spec- 
ter, a Democrat from Pennsylvania, 


after one of a series of town hall 
meetings at which he was jeered. 

Many conservatives agree that 
the depth of anger is unusual, but 
insist that it is understandable as 
well — with the health care issue 
overlapping with worries about 
the economy. 

“People are frustrated,” said 
Mat Staver, president of Liberty 


Counsel, a Florida-based Chris- 
tian legal group. “Rather than just 
listening, they want to be heard, 
and they feel Washington isn’t lis- 
tening to them.” 

At some of the meetings, pol- 
iticians and their critics have 
engaged in substantive dialogue 
over health care policy and other 
issues. At other times, the exchang- 
es have been curt. 

“On what planet do you spend 
most of your time?” Democratic 
Rep. Barney Frank ofMassachusetts 
asked a woman Tuesday when she 
held up a poster depicting Obama 
with a Hitler-style mustache. 

Andrew Kohut, who oversees 
public opinion surveys as president 
of the Pew Research Center, says 
the health care debate has fueled 
intense anti-government senti- 
ment in some quarters. 

“I also think the conservatives 
are frustrated politically — they 
don’t feel they have a leader,” Kohut 
said. “They’re worried about a gov- 
ernment takeover of health care 
and feeling not so empowered with 
a strong Democratic Congress. All 
these things lead to a summer of 
intense points of view.” (ap)

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Poll: Afghan War Not Worth Costs 


New Post-ABC survey 
finds few support an 
increase in U.S. forces 

A majority of Americans now see 
the war in Afghanistan as not 
worth fighting and just a quar- 
ter say more U.S. troops should 
be sent to the country, according 
to a new Washington Post-ABC 
News poll. 

Most have confidence in the 


ability of the United States to meet 
its primary goals — defeating the 
Taliban, facilitating effective eco- 
nomic development and molding 
an honest and effective Afghan gov- 
ernment — but very few say Thurs- 
day’s elections there are likely to 
produce such a government. 

When it comes to the baseline 
question, 42 percent of Americans 
say the U.S. is winning in Afghani- 
stan; about as many, 36 percent, 
say it is losing the fight.

‘60 Minutes’ Chief 
Hewitt Dies at 86 


TV pioneer was the 
driving force behind 
hit CBS news show 

NEW YORK I Don Hewitt, aTVnews 
pioneer who created “60 Minutes” 
and produced the popular CBS 
newsmagazine for 36 years, died 
Wednesday. He was 86. 

He died of pancreatic cancer 
at his Bridgehampton home, CBS 
said. His death came a month after 
that of fellow CBS legend Walter 
Cronkite. 

Hewitt joined CBS News in 
television’s infancy in 1948 and 
produced the first televised presi- 
dential debate in I960. 

His lasting legacy took shape in 
the late 1960s when CBS agreed to 
try his idea of a one-hour broadcast 
that mixed hard news and feature 
stories. The television newsmaga- 
zine was born on Sept. 24, 1968, 
when the “60 Minutes” stopwatch 
began ticking. 

He dreamed of a television 


version of Life, the dominant 
magazine of the mid-20th centu- 
ry, where interviews with enter- 
tainers could coexist with inves- 
tigations that exposed corporate 
malfeasance. 

He dreamed of

“The formula is simple,” he 
wrote in a memoir in 2001, “and 
it’s reduced to four words every 
kid in the world knows: Tell me a 
story. It’s that easy.” 

“60 Minutes” won 73 Emmys, 
13 DuPont/Columbia University 
Awards and nine Peabody Awards 
during Hewitt’s stewardship, which

Violence, corruption 
loom over a crucial 
presidential election 

KABULI Threats of Taliban violence 
and rumors of fraud cast a shad- 
ow over Afghanistan’s election, 
in which millions of voters will 
choose a new president Thursday 
to lead a nation plagued by armed 
insurgency, drugs, corruption and 
a feeble government. 

International officials predict 
an imperfect outcome for a vote 
that they hope Afghans will accept 
as credible — a key component of 
President Obama’s war strategy. 

On the eve of the poll, the U.S. 
military announced the deaths 
of six more Americans — putting 
August on track to become the 
deadliest month for American forc- 
es since the war began in 2001. 

President Hamid Karzai, who 
has held power since the Taliban 
were ousted eight years ago, is 
favored to finish first among 36 
official candidates, although a 
surge by former foreign minister 
Abdullah Abdullah could force a 
runoff if no one wins more than 
50 percent of the vote. 

Voter turnout — especially in 
the insurgency-plagued Pashtun 
south — is likely to be crucial not 
only to Karzai’s chances but also to 
public acceptance of the results. 

But turnout may be affected by 
the Taliban campaign of intimida- 
tion — whispered threats, posted 
warnings and a wave of attacks 
in Kabul — aimed at frightening 
Afghans from going to the polls. 

“The Taliban control our area, 
and they have already warned us 
that they will cut off our fingers 
or kill us if we vote,” said Abdul 
Majid, 25, a shop owner in Ghaz- 
ni city.

Near-simultaneous 
bombings kill at least 
95 people in Baghdad 

BAGHDAD I Atruckbomb exploded 
across the street from Iraq’s For- 
eign Ministry near the Green Zone 
Wednesday knocking out concrete 
slabs and windows, and leaving a 
mass of charred cars outside as a 
wave of explosions across Bagh- 
dad killed at least 95 people and 
wounded more than 400. 

A suicide truck bomber also tar- 
geted the Finance Ministry min- 
utes earlier in the deadliest appar- 
ently coordinated attack in Iraq so 
far this year — a major challenge 
to Iraqi control of Baghdad. An 


escalation of attacks after the June 
30 withdrawal of U.S. troops from 
urban areas has heightened fears 
that government troops are not 
ready to provide security. 

Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki blamed Sunni insurgents for 
the attacks, sayingthey were taking 
advantage of government efforts 
to restore a sense of normalcy by 
removing concrete blast walls from 
the main roads in Baghdad. Iraqi 
security forces have promised they 
will be gone by mid-September, an 
attempt to capitalize on a low over- 
all level of violence compared with 
that of recent years. 

Al-Maliki said the Iraqi govern- 
ment must re-evaluate security —

UBS agrees to hand 
over names of 4,450 
US. clients to IRS 

WASHINGTON | The U.S. pulled 
back the veil on Switzerland’s 
famed tradition of banking secrecy 
Wednesday winning an agreement 
for banking giant UBS AG to dis- 
close the names of 4,450 American 
clients suspected of hiding assets 
in Swiss accounts. 

The news is expected to prod 
thousands more UBS clients in 
America to voluntarily disclose 
their financial details to the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service, lest they be 
pursued later. 



UBS agreed to break Switzerland’s longtime banking secrecy tradition for the IRS. 


The accounts held $18 billion 
at one time, though many have 
since been closed, said IRS Com- 
missioner Doug Shulman, 

The Swiss, known worldwide 
for keeping bank accounts secret, 
said UBS had no real choice in 
turning over the names. 

Justice Minister Eveline Wid- 
mer-Schlumpf said at a news con- 
ference in Bern that the deal lifts 
the threat of criminal prosecu- 
tion against UBS, which not only 
would have endangered the bank’s 
existence but would have dealt a 
severe blow to the Alpine nation’s 
economy, 

“There was no alternative to 
this solution,” she said, (ap)

Remade luxury hotel 
fights bad timing in 
bid for guests in D.C. 

In March 2007, when the luxury 
Jefferson Hotel in downtown Wash- 
ington closed for major renovations, 
owners didn’t anticipate two major 
problems: structural deterioration 
that prolonged construction by four 
months and reopening during a 
brutal recession. 

But officials hope the result 
will be worth the effort when the 
rehabbed 1923-era hotel reopens 
Aug. 31 with a host of new high- 
end amenities. 

A plaster-covered ceiling 
in what is now the atrium was 
removed to reveal skylights that 
were original to the building. Bath- 
rooms have remote-controlled TV 
screens in the mirrors to allow 
guests to catch up on the morn- 
ing news while they’re brushing 
their teeth. Food trays are embed- 
ded with computer chips to alert 
the kitchen staff when guests set 
them outside their rooms. 

“We have spared no cost to 
make it one of the most attractive 
hotels in the city,” said Franck X, 
Arnold, managing director of the 
hotel, which was acquired in 2005

Such lavish spending was a 
hallmark of the boom times when 
the project began, but these days 
travelers appear to be in a more 
frugal frame of mind; indeed, 
luxury hotels are suffering more 
than their downscale counterparts. 
So, even with millions invested in 
upgrades, a big question looms: If 
you rebuild it, will they come? 

“I would prefer to open in 
better economic times,” Arnold 
added. “We’re hopeful [the econ- 
omy has] bottomed out and in 
the future we’ll see improvement. 
No hotel ever makes profits two 
or three years” after opening,

Has Bolt Hit the Speed Limit? 


Record sprint has 
experts debating how 
fast humans can go 

TRACK AND FIELD I Once the gun 
sounds, Usain Bolt seems to test 
the very limits of the race — the 
human race. 

The Jamaican sprinting sensa- 
tion put on another amazing per- 
formance at the world champion- 
ships Sunday, shattering his own 
world record in the 100 meters by 
.11 seconds to take it down to an 
almost inhuman 9.58 seconds. 

Maybe “inhuman” is a bit too 
strong, but the man is certainly on 
another level. Sunday’s result was 
the biggest improvement in the 
100 -meter record since electronic 
timing began in 1968. 

“Personally, I think I have more 
work to do,” Bolt said after winning 
the 100 title at the same Olympic

Several researchers have done 
studies recently to predict how fast 
a man can run 100 meters.

Bolt, who has set three records 
at the 100 -meter distance with 
times of 9.72, 9.69 and Sunday’s 
9.58, is already looking to rip that 
theory apart. “I said 9.4,” Bolt said. 
“I think the world records will 
stop at 9.4.” 

British bookmakers are bet- 
ting that Bolt will get there. As of 
Monday, Ladbrokes is giving 3-1 
odds that 22-year-old Bolt will 
run under 9.5 seconds by the end 
of September. 

“You’d have to think he can’t 
keep getting faster, but we wouldn’t 
put it past him,” Ladbrokes spokes-

AUTHOR OF “LOSING THE NEWS” 


Harvard professor Alex S. 
Jones has written a book, “Losing 
the News: The Future of the News 
That Feeds Democracy,” which is 
actually a backward-looking tour 
of the historical evolution of the 
American press — with detailed 
breakdowns of the First Amend- 
ment and its subsequent litigation, 
the meaning of objectivity, various 
business models and the like. Jones 
is a newspaper family scion with 
a deep background in journalism, 
but he dclines to chart a path for- 
ward for the news, instead writing 
a paean for it. 

Your book mentions the report- 
ers who exposed the corrup- 
tion of ex-congressman Duke 
Cunningham, won a Pulitzer and 
lost their jobs in short order. 
That’s really telling. 

It’s stories like that, repeated 
again and again and again, that 
prompted me to write this book. 
The people who do the kind of 


journalism that those reporters 
did are the people who provide 
the factual news that we have 
our national conversation about 
and is the core of the mechanism 
we have for governing ourselves. 
Power needs to be watched. When 
newspapers lose the muscle to do 
that kind of reporting, we suffer 
as a society. 

So many people visit a newspa- 
per’s Web site but don’t buy the 
newspaper. Do you see that as 
the main problem? 

The problem is to find a way to con- 
tinue to pay for high-quality jour- 
nalism. The Web is going to make 
it very difficult to charge for news. 
People will not pay for something 
that they think they ought to be able 
to get for free. Newspapers [have 
to] trim their operational costs to 
be reflective of the new reality and 
more modest profit-margin expec- 
tations. It will be something that is 
more stripped-down. It is not nec- 


essarily going to be as profitable. 
But it can be a profitable enterprise, 
nonetheless. 

Are most newspapers in the red 
now? 

Most newspapers around this coun- 
try are making a profit. They’re not 
making very much of one, but in 
this economy, that’s remarkable. 


You write that Patrick 
Fitzgerald’s prosecution of 
Scooter Libby may “have deliv- 
ered a devastating blow to seri- 
ous investigative reporting.” Can 
you expound on that? 
Investigative reporting is always 
done in the face of powerful enti- 
ties that do not want the infor- 
mation disclosed. And that often

means that you have to rely on 
anonymous sources. If you’re 
forced to give up those sources, 
the likelihood that you can get 
people to give you that informa- 
tion goes down. 

Until that case, the courts had 
gone along with a compromise that 
essentially gave reporters the right 
to keep their sources secret unless 
there was an urgent, compelling 
reason to divulge those sources. 
Fitzgerald argued that there was 
protection whatsoever. What we’ve 
seen since is that the courts are 
much more likely to demand the 
names of anonymous sources from 
reporters, tim follos

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Mostly Dimes’ punk 
protest songs are 
right at home in D.C. 

M u S I C I Seattle folk-punk quintet 
Mostly Dimes, having proved their 
mettle on friendly hometown turf, 
recently decided to book their first 
big tour on the East Coast. 

Most of the group’s members, 
including frontman Tom Baisden, 
are D.C.-area expatriates and fig- 
ure their personalized protest songs 
will resonate with regional music 
lovers’ political proclivities. 

But when Baisden says, “All the 
guys in the band are coming from 


the same place,” he is mostly talk- 
ing in terms of musical inspiration. 
Each member has a punk-rock past 
and all particularly admire the 
righteous rebelliousness of D.C. 


hardcore heroes Eugazi. 

“Lyrically, our ethic is along 
those lines,” says Baisden. “The 
heart of the band is an attempt to 
try and overcome what we grew 


up on — watching 'Red Dawn’ 85 
times, believing our country was 
doing the right thing always.” 

Musically, Mostly Dimes is 
more brash than thrash, forgo- 
ing ear-shattering assaults in 
favor of half-acoustic quiet storm. 
The group’s sound stew of finger- 
picked strings, horns and disorder- 
ly drums is both bold and beatnik 
cool. But Baisden says the band 
always aims to give an energetic 
live performance. 

“We’re anti-loud by necessity, 
but also slightly obsessed with old 
blues music,” says Baisden.

Rock’s Sibling Revelry 


Breeders sisters 
Kim and Kelley Deal 
cope with life as 
indie-rock legends 

MUSIC I While alt-rock legends 
the Pixies are back together and 
going strong — they’ll be hitting 
D.C. later this year to celebrate the 
20th anniversary of their album 
“Doolittle” — it’s worth noting the 
Pixies’ most famous side project is 
also still going strong and com- 
ing to D.C. 

Although she’d co-written and 
sung lead vocals on the band’s first 
single, “Gigantic” (which Kurt 
Cobain called his favorite Pixies 
song), bassist Kim Deal was feel- 
ing creatively frustrated and used 
a post-“Doolittle” band hiatus to 
switch to guitar and form the 
Breeders with Throwing Muses 
guitarist Tanya Donelly. 

In a sort of creative full circle, 
not only did they sign to the Pix- 


ies’ label, 4AD, and hire Pixies 
producer Steve Albini for their 
1990 debut, “Pod,” but Cobain then 
deemed “Pod” one of his favorite 
albums. 

Donelly left after 1992’s “Safa- 
ri” EP to form Belly, but by that 
time Kim had already recruited 
her twin sister, Kelley, as a third 
guitarist. It wasn’t a huge stretch, 
considering the sisters had pre- 
viously formed a band called the 
Breeders as teenagers, and Kel- 
ley had almost become the Pixies’ 
drummer in the ’80s. 

Their 1993 album, “Last 
Splash,” yielded the modern rock 
hits “Cannonball” and “Divine 
Hammer,” thanks to heavy MTV 
rotation. As the Pixies had formally 
broken up, the Breeders became 
Kim Deal’s full-time gig. 

Kelley’s 1995 drug bust and 
subsequent rehab forced her to 
leave the band, but she came back 
in time for 2002’s “Title TK” and 
to play at the Bronze on an epi- 


sode of “Buffy the Vampire Slay- 
er.” (The “Buffy” theme was a live 
staple back then; Kelley Deal says 
they no longer play it.) 

Now, both Deals are doing a 
mini-tour to promote their latest 
EP, “Fate to Fatal,” a four- song 
mix of droning guitar, power 


chords and the occasional grungy 
yelp. While their video for “Can- 
nonball” featured a single rolling 
ball, the title track’s new video 
features a whole St. Louis roller 
derby team. 

“We did it really DIY, just a 
couple thousand dollars for trav- 
el and editing,” says Kelley Deal. 
“And the girls skated like dogs for 


eight hours that day; they were 
great!” 

The local leagues in each town 
have been invited to hand out fly- 
ers at the gigs. “In a strange way, 
derby is like local bands,” Deal 
explains. “There’s camaraderie, 
and it’s healthy and it’s a really pos- 


itive force. But at the same time, 
you look at them and think. Where 
do these people come from?’” 

The song “Pinnacle Hollow” 
comes from the band’s grunge 
and sister-harmony roots, not to 
mention its literal roots. 

“My mother was born there, 
though in West Virginia, they call 
them 'hollers’, says Deal. “It’s a real- 


ly good meander [song].” 

Other influences for the EP 
include Bob Marley and, as Deal 
days, “I was listening to 'Decade’ 
by Neil Young, and also the Band. 
All this mature-dude North Amer- 
icana rock.” 


The band’s new EP, 
“Fate to Fatal,” is a 
mix of droning gui- 
tar, power chords 
and the occasional 
grungy yelp. 


As for the live show. Deal says to 
expect a lot of early material. 

“We have sold millions of 
records, and people know our 
music. ... People do call out early 
songs from 'Pod’ and not just 
'Divine Hammer’ and 'Cannon- 
ball.’ Also, “there’s no 'no Pixies’ 
policy, and we have whipped out 
'Gigantic’ before. 

“One of the things we’re doing 
this tour,” she continues, “is play- 
ing strange things like 'Hoverin’,’ 
which is this noise-rock fest. And 
it makes it fun for us; I don’t think 
I’d played that live since 1994.” 

Speaking of fun, does hav- 
ing your sister in the band make 
for a more collaborative environ- 
ment? 

“It does help that we’re family,” 
admits Deal. 

Well, yeah, but so are Oasis’ 
Liam and Noel Gallagher. 

“And yet they’re still in the 
same band and they will always 
be, because they’re brothers. It 
gives you an allowance — if that 
was a dude he wasn’t related to, 
he’d say, 'I’m outta here!’ So there 
is some leeway for bad behavior 
and tolerance of foibles.” 

Like any siblings, they bring 
out the best and the worst in 
each other. 

“Absolutely,” Deal agrees. “But 
my big joke is: You can’t fire me; 
I’ll tell Dad.” paulstelter

Playing the Past 


Local indie-folkers 
Vandaveer look to 
old ideas for fresh 
music on a new CD 

LOCAL HEROES I You can hear 
a lot of the past on Vandaveer ’s 
second album, “Divide & Con- 
quer,” Conjuring leviathans of old, 
Dylan, Faulkner and even Bever- 
ly Cleary, the local duo — Mark 
Charles Heidinger and Rose Guer- 
in — play shimmery acoustic songs 
that recall ’60s Village folk,’70s 
AM rock and current indie rock 
in equal measure. 

“I feel like I’m a regurgitator of 
ideas,” says Heidinger, “All the good 
ideas have already been kicked 
around, so in that respect, I think 
there probably is a lot of the past 
on the album.” 

But it goes deeper than that. 
Vandaveer is a family name that 
songwriter Heidinger traces back to 
his great-grandfather, who served 


as an Illinois U.S. congressman dur- 
ing the early ’40s. “There was always 
memorabilia from his campaigns 
kicking around the house when I 
was growing up, these stately look- 
ing things with official seals,” says 
Heidinger, “That name always had 
a mystique to me.” 

He formed Vandaveer as a solo

respite from his other bands, the 
Apparitions and These United 
States. 

“I wanted to give the project a 
name that would allow it to grow 
and become whatever it wanted to 
become,” he recalls. “So I thought 
something with some sort of histor- 
ical connection would make good 


sense, at least personally.” 

“Divide & Conquer” aptly show- 
cases Vandaveer’s penchant for 
imaginative lyrics and evocative 
harmonies. Heidinger is responsible 
for the former: He writes, arranges, 
performs and records almost every 
part on the album. 

The harmonies are Guerin’s 
territory. The two met at infor- 
mal shows; Guerin approached 
Heidinger and all but demanded 
to sing his songs. “She’s got one of 
those startlingly powerful voices,” 
he says. “She’s almost reserved when 
she sings with me. At this point, I 
feel like Vandaveer would be lost 
without her,” 

With those ingredients, Van- 
daveer sounds like a group that 
will someday have its own long 
history.

M U S I C I Years from now, when all 
the self-absorbed characters on 
“Grey’s Anatomy” are forgotten, 
the show’s legacy may be that it 
launched the careers of scads of 
up-and-coming musicians, includ- 
ing Priscilla Ahn, 

In early 2008, the 25-year-old 
Pennsylvanian placed one of her 
folk-pop songs, “Dream,” on the 
prime-time soap opera before she 
had ever released a full-length 
album. By the time her debut, “A 
Good Day,” dropped that spring, 
she already had something of a 
built-in cult audience. 

Soon, she was appearing on 


“The Tonight Show,” opening for 
Jason Mraz and being named art- 
ist of the week by Paste magazine. 
She’s also received praise in places 
ranging from People to Filter, 
The rush of activity might 
be taking its toll on Ahn, who is 
scheduled to play at Iota Sunday, 
The singer recently came down 
with a nasty case of laryngitis and 
could not consent to an interview 
for this article. She had no voice, 
“Because of this laryngitis 
thing, it’s actually harder for me 
to talk than to sing,” she wrote on 
her Web site’s blog, “And so to avoid 
talking, I sort of have been spend- 
ing time alone. It’s so hard for me 
to not talk, or respond when I’m 
with other people,” 

Ahn’s voice troubles got so bad 
she had to cancel a show in Ore- 
gon — an incident that also made

it onto one of her blog entries. 
The irony of this is that if there’s 
any singer you’d think wouldn’t 
be prone to laryngitis, it’s Ahn, 
who seems to almost whisper 
her songs. 

Her intimate vocal style gives 
her music a dreamy, otherworld- 
ly vibe, which makes even upbeat 


songs such as “Find My Way Back 
Home” (which she performs on 
ukulele) seem confessional. 

Until her Iota gig, though, 
Ahn is confined to an itinerary 
of meds and beds. But at least 
things are looking up. Her Aug, 
11 blog entry reports that a pre- 
scription has turned her condi- 


tion around: “Well, the steroids 
are working,” she noted, “My 
voice has definitely improved, 
I can sing high notes now,”

Even John Surman’s 
most accessible jazz 
plays tight and twisty 

MUSIC I ECM Records is mak- 
ing a big deal out of saxophon- 
ist John Surman’s newest disc, 
“Brewster’s Rooter,” Surman finds 
that funny. 

While it does lean closer to con- 
ventional modern jazz than the 
extended compositions he’s best 
known for, the Britain-born musi- 
cian points out that he never really 
abandoned that style, 

“I don’t know if [ECM] has for- 
gotten those albums that I did with 
[bassist and composer] Miroslav 
Vitous’ quartet and the stuff I did 


with [pianist] Paul Bley,” he says. 
With a dream-team quartet 
of drummer Jack DeJohnette, 


guitarist John Abercrombie, and 
bassist and D,C, native Drew Gress 
on board for the disc, “Brewster’s 


Rooster” displays Surman’s arid 
tone and sleek melodic improvi- 
sations, and the highly emphatic 
rhythm section. Except for two 
tracks, Surman wrote all the mate- 
rial with this quartet in mind, 

“It was more the case of me sit- 
ting down and pulling some music 
together that I thought would be 
open and not pretend that this 
was a real tight working group,” 
Surman says, 

Surman’s weekend stint at Blues 
Alley marks a long-awaited return. 
The last time he played here was in 
the early ’80s, 

“I’m arriving just in time,” 
Surman jokes, “Otherwise, they 
would have had to bring me out in 
a wheelchair if Washington, D,C,,

Horror goes back to 
the grindhouse with 
the willfully trashy 
‘Wild Man ofNavidad’ 

DVD I The 1970s were the heyday 
of the horror genre, not because 
Hollywood was making better 
pictures, but because regional and 
independent filmmakers scrapped 
the tropes of studio frights and 
devised new ways to scare the hell 
out of viewers. 

Charles B, Pierce’s drive-in clas- 
sic “The Legend of Boggy Creek,” 
Tobe Hooper’s “Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre,” and “Friday the 13th” 
have cast long shadows, even if 
today their influence lives on pri- 
marily in staid studio remakes. 

Credit Justin Meeks and Duane 
Graves — young, Austin-based 
filmmakers with a slew of hor- 


ror shorts behind them — with 
reviving that era while avoiding 
film-geek gestures or big-budget 
appropriations. “The Wild Man of 
the Navidad” recaptures the grotty 
glory of the 1970s. 

Meeks and Graves set their 
story in the same Texas backwa- 
ter that gave “Massacre” its terri-

fying atmosphere, but “Wild Man” 
borrows liberally from the quasi- 
documentary style Pierce adopted 
for “Boggy Creek.” 

Meeks stars as Dale S. Rogers, 
a small-town loser who owns 600 


acres of creekbed along the Navi- 
dad River, but refuses to open it for 
hunting. Among the locals, rumors 
and questions abound: Is there a 
Sasquatch roaming that land, or 
something worse? 

This is self-consciously trashy 
fare, but with an understanding 
that straight-to-DVD is the new 
B -movie. So, by design, the film 
stock is cheap, the acting stiff, the 
writing blunt and creaky, the plot 
riddled with bullet holes. The gore 
appears to be scraps from the local 


butcher, and the “monster” looks 
like either a steroidal Ewok or 
Sweetums from the Muppets. 

That cheapness is part of its 
appeal, allowing Meeks and Graves 
to emphasize local color and land- 
scape. Between scenes, they scatter 
still-photography interstitials of 
empty plains, rusted-out engines, 
collapsing fences — the ruins of a 
civilization long dead. Only mod- 
erately scary, “The Wild Man of 
the Navidad” is ambitious in its 
nostalgia.

NO SAND I If you couldn’t escape 
the city for a summer vacation, 
or are still dreaming about your 
week at the shore, head to some of 
the area’s seafood joints for dishes 
inspired by a trip to the ocean. You 
may not feel a salty breeze ruffling 
your hair, but you will find some 
pretty tasty eats without having to 
brave an hours -long drive to the 
shore.

bit and fancied it up.” 

Bloch says the original concept 
“just came to me,” but well-known 
restaurant Eore Street in Portland, 
Maine, inspired the design. 

“I just kind of loved the look of 
the antique exposed brick, and we 
were sitting there for dinner one 
night talking about how beauti- 
ful it would be to do a restaurant 
here like that,” said Bloch. “So we 
combined elements of that with 
elements of a fish market.” 

Bloch’s seafood comes from 
local suppliers, and the crab cakes 
are made from Bloch’s personal 
recipe — jumbo lump crab, egg 
and spices. The lobster roll is also 
pretty simple, and good. 

“The lobster roll was inspired 
by what we ate up in Maine,” 
explained Bloch. “It’s just lob- 
ster, and that’s pretty much all 
you get.” 

If you don’t want to venture 
outside of District lines, head to 


Tackle Box in Georgetown, which 
looks like it should be located on 
the shore. The menu is written

on a chalkboard at the front of 
the restaurant, where you order 
at the counter and pick up your 
food when it’s ready. There are 
also communal picnic tables, and 
buoys decorate the walls. 

Eor savory food, the New Eng- 
land clam chowder is chock-full 
of clams, potatoes, bacon and 
onion, and the lobster roll is ter- 
rific: big chunks of lobster lightly 
dressed with mayo and stuffed 
into a toasted hot dog roll. You 


can also try the Maine meal — 
one fish, two sides and one sauce 
for $13. Look for fish options like 
fried scallops, shrimp and oysters, 
and grilled bluefish and calamari. 
Sides include mac and cheese, hush 
puppies and coleslaw. 

Also in the District — just off 
Dupont Circle — there’s Hank’s 
Oyster Bar, which opens out onto 
the street and has sidewalk seat- 
ing. There’s also an outpost of the 
popular eatery in Alexandria. Here 
you can find a lobster roll made 
with celery and mayonnaise, and 
served in a toasted hot dog roll. 
Like Bobby’s and Tackle Box, the 
roll is served with fries — in Hank’s 
case they’re thin, addicting and 
spiced with Old Bay. 

With these options, you won’t 
even notice you’re not on the shore.

Making It Work, Again 


‘Project Runway’ gets 
back on its stilettos 
in a new city after a 
lengthy legal battle 

FASHION I Eashion changes with 
the seasons, and so does “Project 
Runway.” 

The hit reality show that pits 
would-be designers against one 
another will have a new setting (Los 
Angeles), a new network (Lifetime), 
and a special guest judge (Lindsay 
Lohan), when it debuts its sixth 
season tonight at 10. 

Eans with a taste for drama 
and design are no doubt eager for 
the return of their weekly fashion 
fix. Mired for months in a behind- 
the-scenes legal battle between 
two networks and producers of 
the program, new episodes of 
“Project Runway” have been off 
TV for nearly a year; reruns have 
played on Bravo.

It was meant to begin 
airing in January, and production 
wrapped in Eebruary, But the legal 
dealings weren’t resolved until 
a settlement was announced in 
April, when NBC Universal said 
it would be paid by Weinstein 
for the right to move the show to 
Lifetime. 

Klum remained optimistic 
throughout and is happy that no
